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ALBERTA BUSINESS TRENDS 

Recent sales of wheat and other grains by the Canadian Wheat Board have considerably improved 
the outlook for the agricultural industry in the province. September figures substantiate the improved out- 
look as Alberta farmers cash income from grain sales was more than double that of September, 1969. 
Totalfarm cash income for the nine month period was 5, 6% above that of the corresponding period last year. 

The value of manufacturers shipments for the January - September period, 1970, at $1,381 million 
was 1.7% higher than for the same period of 1969. The firmness of the livestock market in the province 
is reflected in packing plant sales which were 10.4% above sales in the first nine months of 1969. At the 
same time, the slowdown in the building construction industry has resulted in decreases in shipments of 
lumber and other sawmill products. 

Prospects for the mining industry in the province continue to improve with the approval by the 
National Energy Board of large increases in the export of natural gas to the United States. For the im- 
mediate future, exportofoilto U.S. marketsis limited onlyby the capacity of the existing pipeline system. 
Production of all petroleum products over the January - August, 1970 period was substantially above 
productioninthe same period last year. Only sulphur, whichis facing a worldjoversupply situation, show- 
ed a decrease in value of sales. Production of coal reached its highest level of the year in September. 
The value of production for the nine months was more than 73% greater than in the previous year. 

The value of building permits issued during September increased by almost $12 million from the 
previous month but was 6, 6% lower thanin September, 1969. The cumulative totalfor the first nine months 
of 1970 was approximately $281 million as compared to $374 million in the same period last year. ‘The 
slowdown in the construction industry is confirmed by trends in dwelling starts and completions in the 
province and byshipments of construction materials. There were 40%fewer dwelling starts and31% fewer 
completions in September, 1970 than in September, 1969. However, the increase in the number of loan 
approvals for new housing in September and the nine month cumulative figures for new and existing hous- 
ing indicate that construction activity may pick up in the last quarter. 

The October consumer price indexfor Edmonton - Calgarydeclined by 0.3%. Atits level of 125.7 
it was 2.6% higher thantwelve months earlier. The food index declined 1.6%, the clothing component in- 
creased by 0.9% and the health and personal care index was up 0. 7%. 

At the composite level, average weekly wages and salaries in July, 1970 were $128.96 a rise of 
approximately 8% from the July, 1969 level of $119.45, The unemployment rate for October 1970 was 3.5% 
as compared to 2.9% in September and 2, 2% in October, 1969. The higher rates of unemployment through- 
out the year are reflectedin a 50% increase over 1969 in unemployment insurance benefit payments during 
the January - August period. 

Wholesale trade volume in September was up 4.9% over September, 1969 although the cumulative 
total for the year was only 1.9% above last year. Retail trade for August was down 2. 1% due mainly to a 


17% decrease in the sales of motor vehicle dealers.
